41) is used to define a pore. The spacers of Harshfield are not revelant because the defined pore (with spacer and hole 31) are already 
disclosed in Chiang and the subsequent addition of Harshfield's spacers do not change the already formed pore (defined by spacer 24 
and hole 31 of Chiang). Harshfield simply discloses another way of forming a heater in a pore, and since a pore (by way of a spacer 24 
and hole 31) is present in Chiang, the method of removing an upper portion as disclosed in Harshfield, is applicable to Chiang .
